Senator Gordon Makes a Speech on 
the Coxey Movement Today. 


NO TRAMP ARMIES IN THIS SECTION. 


The North Has Its Pensioners and Protec- 
#on-lt Also Has the Curse of Idle 
Factories and Unemployed Men. 


Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—The rail- 
road commisstoners’ convention adjourned 
today. Judge Allen Fort was chosen as 
chairman of the convention to be held 
next year. He was also designated to pre- 
pare to be presented to congress.an amend- 
ment to the interstate commerce laws pro- 
hibiting railroads from intreducting new ev- 
jdence in cases appealed to the courts from 
the commission. The commission also de- 
cided to recommend to congress that pool- 
ing be legalized when approved by the 
comniission. 

Senators Walsh, Gordon and Jarvis, with 
Major Black, called upon the secretary of 
agriculture this morning and invited him 
to attend the immigration convention in 
Augusta on May 30th. Mr. Morton accepted 
on condition that his duties would permit 
his absence at that time. é 

Major Black introduced a resolution to- 
day instructing the printing committee 
to inquire and report to the house the num- 
ber of employes in the public printing office, 
the states from which appointed and fur- 
ther to report if the force cannot be de- 
creased and to what extent. Major Black 
thinks that too much money is being ex- 
pended by the government in printing. 

No Coxeyites in the South. 

Senator Gordon will make a speech to- 
morrow on the Coxey movement. The 
matter was brought up in the senate by 
Mr. Allen, the populist, today and tomorrow 
it will be continued. Senator Gordon will 
make a speech showing that. the south 
sends no men’ to Coxey’s army. He will 
say that the south has received none of 
the benefits of protection; it has received 


no pensions; it has received nothing from |} 


the government, but has learned to rely 
upon itself, and, while its people are not 
as prosperous as they might be, there are 
no tramps among them. He will show that 
the southern people have learned to rely 
upon their own efforts and not to look to 
the government for support. 
The Bank ‘lax Bill. 

At last the state bank tax bill is to have 
its inning in ithe house. An agreement was 
| totay™~by which’ it isto be taken 
up for discussion and final action on 
Wednesduy of next week. On that day the 
dill eXempting banks that issued cer....cates 
during the panic last summer from taxa- 
tion on the same, comes up. The bill un- 
conditionally repealing the 10 per cent tax 
on state banks will be offered as an amend- 
ment. There will be perhaps there days’ 
discussion and on Saturday the vote will 
be taken. The indications are that the 
vote will be very close. The friends of the 
bill think it will pass by a very small ma- 
jority. ° 
More Fighting to Be Done. 

It develops now that the tariff contest in

Of course the mongrel bill reported by the 

committee on Monday is not intended as a 

“bill that shall become a law. It was draft- 


ed for the purpose of getting something 


that could pass. The republicans know 
that and now they are preparing a branch 
covered pit for the democrats to fall into. 
They want to force the passage of this 
bul. Not now, however. ‘hat would not 
Suit their politicai purposes. Their idea is 
to debate this bill for two full months; to 
show up its inconsistencies and its foliies; 
to show how it was araited and to lagerate 
the scheduies in tne minds of the Ameri- 
can people. They want to force heated dis- 
cussions; to force democrats to defena every 
Schedule. ‘nen along in vuly they will be 
willing to vote. Ai that time the members 
of the house will be eager for adjournm2nt. 
They will want to get home and fix their 
fences for re-election. The republican sen- 
@tors believe the representatives will be so 
eager for adjournment tnat they will be 
in a state of mind—like the%lemocratic sen- 
ators are now—which will lead them to ac- 
cept almost anything to pass a bill and 
adjourn. 

In this prugramme is the great danger to 
te democratic party. The republicans 
may possibly be successful in it, though 
they will not be if the house leaders can con- 
“he the rank and file of the party in that 

dy. 

The great stumbling block in the way of. 
tariff legislation has been, and is now, that 
little element of democratic Senators who 
term themselves the “conservatives.” They 
have held their individual interests above 
the interests of the party, and they Wave 
forced the party in the senate to bow to 
their will. Just what some-of these se.a- 
tors have made out of it no one knows 
definitely, but moré than one has perhaps 
feathered his financial nest. 

Put Them to the Test. 

The question is now, would it not have 
been best at the outset tod have forced these 
alleged ‘“‘conservatives’ to show their 
hands? There are those who doubt seri- 
ously whether they would have carried out 
their threats of voting against the bill had 
‘their demands not been granted. There are 
some Senators who yet favour bringing these 
“conservatives” before the footlights. There 
are those who believe Mr. Hill’s entire fight 
has been a bluff, and who favor calling him. 
Yet there have been too many conces- 
Sfons now to go backward. The democrats 
of the senate nrust stand together on the 
Mongrel bill that is before-the senate and 
force a vote upon it at the earliest possible 
moment. But that ‘cannot be, under the 
Present rules of the senate, until the re- 
Publicans agree, and it is to their interest 
to Stave off a vote at least two months. 

' Thus, finally, the only hope of the people 
must be in the house when the bill goes to 

Conference. If the house will hold out, 
even if it takes all summer, for a pure tariff- 
for-revenue bill, that will be the resuk. 
The senate is not so composed.as to make 
such a bill. Mr. Hill, Mr. Smith, Mr. Mur- 
Bhy, Mr. Brice, Mr. Blanchard, Mr. Caf- 
frey and others hold out against that, and 
in Consequence the othe? democrats of the 
Senate are powerless.

Genial Jake Has a Hearing Before a 
Committee of the House. 


SENATORS DISCUSS THE WEALERS, 


Galvin Is Bearing Down on the Capital 
with Reinforcements—Kelly’s Men Are 
Floating Down Stream in Boats. 


Washington, May 9,.—‘General’’ Coxey 
today appeared before the house committee 
on labor. He presented a petition from the 
commonweal army that he and Carl Browne 
be permitted to address the committee in 
behalf of the Coxey bills for the construc- 
tion of good roads, and for the issue of 
non-interest bearing bonds. 

Coxey’s Petition. 

Coxey laid before the committee a pe- 
tition bearing the signatures of the follow- 
ers, the character of their occupations and 
their places of residence. It was written 
on. paper bearing the letterhead of the 
army of the commonweal. At the top of 
the page were printed in bold black letters 
the mottoes, ‘‘Good roads,’ good money,” 
“good work.’ Beneath this appeared a 
Single line: ‘‘Commonweal of Christ.” 

The petition is dated at “Camp Tyranny, 
in the field, Washington, D. C., May 9, 
1834,"" and reads as follows: 

“We, the undersigned citizens of the 
United States of America, now sojourning 
in the District of Columbia, which is not 
oaly the asylum of oppressed by all nations, 
but our national home, do hereby respect- 
fully petition your honorable body to al- 
low Brother J. S. Coxey, of Massillon, O., 
and Carl Browne, of Calistiga, Cal., to ap- 
pear before you ag our spokesmen, to voice 
our wishes in regard to the proposed legis- 
lation for which we made the nmgarch to 
Washington, namely, the J. 8S. Coxey good 
roads and non-interest bearing bond bills, 
and which we believe if passed by con- 
gress would not only soive the present 
prevalent busimess depression, give empioy- 
ment to us, representing as we do. all 
branches of industry of many millions 
more like us all over the union, but would 
effectually, we believe, provide against any 
possible recurrence of the extraordinary 
condition now existing in the industrial and 
business arteries of the mation which, it 
seems plain to us, if not remedied, will 
bring death to republican institutions, or 
revolution to maintain them by force of 
arms, which all must deplore.” 

Coxey’s petition was read By the clerk, 
the members of the committee following the 
reading carefully. 

Coxey Plied with Questions. 
Carl 


Gann, the chairman ofthe committee, said 
the petition would have to go to the spe-+ 
cial committee, which they hoped to have 
formed to investigate the entire subject 
of the industrial depression. Coxey then 
took the floor and started to address the 
committee. He had only proceeded a mo- 
ment when the members began questioning 
him. His replies to these queries were 
rambling and unsatisfactorv. The impres- 
sion made by him upon the committee was 
obviously not a flattering one. He was 
treated courteously and held the floor for 
ten minutes, but he said nothing that was 
either original or profound er that added 
in any manner to the knowledge desired by 
the committee. He began by saying that 
billions of improvements ought to be made 
thoughout the country and that millions of 
people are ready to make them. The only 
thing needed was money. 

‘We claim,”’ he said, “‘the same privileges 
that 1 per cent of the people, the national 
banks, have had to issue money based on 
the wealth of the state, country and mu- 
nicipality.”’ : 

Mr. Dunn, democrat, of New Jersey, asked 
if our institutions were to be turned into 
banking powers. 

Mr. Coxey replied that the national banks 
had had that privilege for twenty years. 

Mr. Ryan, democrat, of New York—You 
claim to represent 99 per cent of the peo- 
ple of this country? 

Mr. Coxey—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ryan—On what do you base that 
claim? ; 

Mr. Coxey—I claim that 99 per cent of the 
whole people ask the same privileges that 
1 per cent-—the national bankers—have 
had for twenty-eight years; that 1 per cent 
has had money at a cost of 1 per cent, 

Mr. Ryan—The information I desire is by 
what warrant of authority you claim to rep- 
resent 99 per cent of the people of the 
country. , 

Mr.. Coxey—I will answer you in this 
way. You can take the Farmers’ Alliance, 
the Knights of Labor and other labor or- 
ganizations and you will find in their pre- 
amblée that they want money issued direct- 
ly” without interest.

This closed the hearing of Coxey. He 
was followed by I. E. Dean, of Pennsylva- 
nia, a member of the executive commfttee 
of the Farmers’ Alliance. He urged the 
appointment of a special committee to in- 
vestigate the whole subject of industrial 
depression, and. said that such an action 
on the part of congress would inspire great 
confidence among the people. 

Mr. Dean also was subjected to a course 
of "questioning which did not result more 
to his satisfaction or to, the enlightenment 
of the. committee than did that of Coxey. 
The committee then went about its regular 
business. ¥

Coxey Ordered to Vacate. 

The district commissioners spent several 
hours today considering the report of the 
health department which pronounced the 
Coxey camp a menace to the health of the 
city and recommended, in the strongest 
language, that it be vacated. Dr. Ham- 
mett, health officer, declared that it was 
utterly impossible to make the camp hab- 
itable. It is likely that a warrant will be 
sworn out charging Coxey with maintaining 
@ nuisance. Coxey is getting ready to meet 
such a proceeding. He had a number of 
men at work improving the ground this 
morning, but illness in the army is steadily 
increasing. Thirteen men are already in 
local hospitals and many in the camp are 
suffering from various complaints. 

Late this afternoon Coxey was served with 
& notice togomply with the health regula- 
tions in regard to his camp within forty- 
eight hours, otherwise he will be prosecuted 
under a statute which imposes a fine of 
from $5 to $25 for each offense. 

Coxey today repudiated the statement 
made yesterday by Representative Hudson, 
of Kansas, that he (Coxey) would leave the 
city as soon as he could be heard by either 
@ house or senate committee. “If Hudson 
did say so,’”’ continued Coxey, “the did not 
represent me. I do not propose to go. I 
am here to get redress for the grivances 
of the people, and will stay until my mis- 
sion is accomplished. There will be a great 
many more of us here a month hence than 
there are now, and we .propose to keep up 
this agitation until something is accom- 
plished.”’ 

Coxey appeared on the floor of the house 
today before the hour of business under 
the escort of Representative Pence, of Colo- 
rafio. Some of the representatives who were 
earlier in their seats, crowded about him, 
but when their curiosity was satisfied they 
dropped away one by ond and left him ‘alone 
with Pence.

ADVICE TO. COXEY. 


John Sherman Hopes the General Will 
Go Home and Stay There. 
Washington, May 9.—Early in the session 
of the senate today the resolution offered 
last Monday by Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, 
for the appointment of a select committee 
to investigate the police assault upon the 
arrest of Coxey, Browne and Jones in the 
capitol grounds on the Ist of May was laid 
before the senate and Mr. Allen made an 
argument in support or it. He had expect- 
ed, he said, that the senator from Ohio 
(Mr. Sherman) would have introducedy a 
resolution looking to the investigation of 
that “outrage.’’ But, as the senator from 
Ohio had taken no such step, he (Mr. Al- 
len) had been moved to do so. He haa 
deemed it his duty, although it was not a 
pleasure by any means to offer a resolution, 
for the purpose of having a thorough and 
complete investigation of the remarkable 

scene. 
Mr. Sherman’s Advice to Coxey. 

Mr. Sherman expressed his great regret 
that when important businéss was press- 
ing this resolution should be brought be- 
fore the senate and occupy its time. The 
whole thing, he asserted, was a shame 
and pretense without a shadow of founda- 
tion. Nobody, Mr. Sherman said, had ever 
denied the right of petition. Coxey knew 
that any member of the senate, or of the 
house, would present his petition, and the 
petition of the men who were with him. 
He deeply regretted the error which had 
led Coxey to Washington and his wild de- 
lusion that congress could step into the 
arena and build up roads in all the town- 
ships, counties and states jn the United 
States. There could be no wilder or more 

travagant proposition presented. ‘Ihe 

nator from Nebraska (Mr. Allen), hai 
tried to make a hero out of Coxey. For 
what? Not for what he proposed, because 
the senator himself, although his views 
were extreme, dared not endorse the “good 
roads bills,” arfd dare not endorse the as- 
sembling of men eround the capitol. The 
object of the founders, of the government in 
Shaving an exclusively .federal district was 


‘to protect the government from any such 


foray as that of*Coxty and his followers 
It had been doné wisely in the light of ex- 
perience in England and France. If Cox-y 
had the right to harangue from the capitol 
steps, every other man would have the 
same right; and yet neither he, a senator ot. 
the United States, nor the vice president ot 
the United States had any such right. Cox- 
ey had been allowed any right which any- 
body could have exercised. He (Mr. Sher- 
man), believed that Coxey was, on the 
whole, a kind, good-tempered man in many 
respects, but he thought that he was a 
little flighty. (Laughter.) He would not 
say anything unkind of him, because ‘he 
was a constituent, and he felt bound to pro- 
tect him if he were unduly injured. But

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TROOPS UNDER ARMS, 


Soldiers in Birmingham Are Ordered to 
‘Their Armories. 


TROUBLE FEARED AT PRATT CITY. 


A Party of Striking Miners Reported 
to Be Hiding in the Woods. 


COURIERS KEEP UP COMMUNICATION, 


Search for the Armed Body of Strikers 
Fails to Discover Them-—Rioting May 
Begin at Ary Minute. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 10.—(Special.)—At 
10 o’clock last night the local military gvas 
ordered to their armories to await further 
orders from Colonel Clark, commanding the 
First regiment. No man was allowed to 
leave the armories. Information had been 
received from Pratt City, where the convict 
prisons are located, that a large number of 
strikers, fully armed, were in the woods on 
the outskirts of the town. Couriers from 
Pratt City said that an attack on the pris- 
ons was to take place. Upon this informa- 
tion the military were ordered to their posts. - 
An attack was feared. All was apprehen- 
sion but the authorities decided to make no 
further move until further information was 
obtained. 

The officials of the various coal companies 
had a consultation with the sheriff and 
Colonel Clark, of the militia. Couriers were 
stationed all over the district where trouble 
is anticipated. Telephone messages from 
Pratt City to the sheriff at midnight said 
that the armed miners had secreted them- 
selves very mysteriously. 

Half an hour after midnight couriers from 
Pratt City reported that the armed mob had 
dispersed and that no further trouble need 
be feared tonight. At 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing the military companies were dismissed. 


NEGRO MINERS GO OUT. 


They Feared Trouble from Strikers 
and Quit Work. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 9.—(Special.)— 
What was expected last night in the man- 
ner of a march to Blue Creek to aid the 
strikers who were being evicted proved 
a failure from the fear of being severely 
dealt with if any violence was attempted. 
The only feature of the situation today was 
the fact that the negro mimers at Milldale 
went out from fear of being dealt with 
by strikers. Notices at Milldale had been 
posted threatening the miners with death 
if they did not cease to mine coal. The 
notices were signed with daggers and cross 
bones. The negroes positively refused to 
work for this cause. 

Deputy sheriffs were sent to the scene 
for the purpose of quelling any disturbance 
that might occur. At Adger, Blue Creek 
and Brookside miners are being made to 
vacate houses and indignation on the part 
of the strikers is manifest. The situation 
is still threatening and an outbreak may 
occur at any time. The miners’ executive 
committee, at the request of Governor 
Jones, is in conference with him at Mont- 
gomery. 


SHE STICKS TO HER HUBBY. 


Once This Week She Has Got Him Out 
of Jail. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 9.—(Special.)— 
Charles Oscar Kellar was an exceedingly 
happy man on Monday, for after months 
of incarceration in the Hamilton county 
jail he was released on making bond and 
ended a pretty romance by wedding Miss 
Zarelda Webb. The young lady’s persever- 
ing efforts in his behalf had secured him 
liberty. Kellar, who was once a citizen of 
Cincinnati, and whose colossal frauds em- 
brace two continents, he being German by 
birth, was under seven years" sentence 
to the st&te’s prison for embezzling $2,800 
from the Chattanooga Brewing Company. 
He was arrested after years’ of search in 
California and convicted in January.

He had 
been a political leader for years and held 
many high offices, béing chairman of the

A SIMPLE CATECHISM 


For the Children Is What Methodists 
Say They Need. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 9.—Visitors were out 
in force this morning, and before the con- 
ference had convened the most desirable 
Seats, both in the galleries and the audi- 
torium of the church were comfortably fill- 
ed with vistors. Nearly all of the absent 
delegates have returned and there are but 
few vacant seats at present inside the bar 
of the conference. 

Bishop Duncan opened the conference just 
as the clock in the belfry tolied 9. Dr. 
Brooks, of North Carolina, conducted the 
devotional exercises. Bishop Duncan then 
entered and Bisitiop Galloway took the chair. 
Dr. Thomas Bowman Stephenson, ex-presi- 
dent of the Wesleyan conference in Eng- 
land, appeared and was introauced to tne 
conference. 

Dr. Brooks then presented Bishop GAllo- 
way with a gavel made from a portion of 
the pine’ doorsill over which the good 
ministers walked 109 years ago when they 
assembled in general cofference in the 
room in Dr. Greenhill’s house. 

The reports of standing committees were 
then calied for and those presented were 
read. One of the important reports was 
that of the committee on appeals, which is 
as follows: 

“In the case of A. J. Lawless, who ap- 
peals from the action of the western con- 
ference, the committee on appeals remands 
the case for a new trial, on the ground of 
irregularity and illegality.”’ 

Consideration of the catechism question 
was taken up. 

Dr. Wilson said the 2féthodist church 
had catechisms for old and learned, but 
none for’ the children. 

Dr. West arose and asked as to the priv- 
ileges of those persons wtio had sent manu- 
scripts to the committee. He wanted to 
know if these persons would be allowed to 
withdraw their manuscripts and perfect 
them. 

Dr. Matthews, a venerable member of 
the conference, made a speech favoring the 
compilation of a simple catechism for the 
children. “The trouble is,’’ said Dr. Mat- 
thews, “they appoint great theologians on 
the committee of compilations. What do 
they know of the language of the children* 
and common people?’ 

Dr. Haynes spoke at length of the deplor- 
able absence of catechisms in Methodist 
Sunday schools. He said: “We are .rais- 
ing a generation of Methodists who will not 
be Methodists when they are grown. The 
Methodist church cannot retain her hold if 
the catechism is not studied.’’ His speech 
was a very strong one and elicited applause. 

Dr. Alexander moved the original ques- 
tion. His motion was put to a vote and 
prevailed. 

The call for resolutions was then taken 
up. A resolution asking that the election of 
all connectional officers be made the special 
order of business for next Monday was of- 
fered and read. 

Upon motion of Dr. Holmes this resolu- 
tion was tabled.

Answer 1. When a bishop shall he under 
report or be accused of immorality, three 
traveling elders shall call upon him and 
carefully inquire into the case and if they 
believe him guilty, or there be strong pre- 
sumption of his guilt, they shall report the 
matter to any bishop; and it shall be his 
duty to summon together at some conven- 
ient place not-less than twelve traveling 
elders and also the witnesses by whom the 
accusation is expected to be established; 
and the said elders shall form a committee 
for the investigation of the charge brought 
against the bishop, and if two-thirds of 
them believe an investigation necessary, 
they shall have power to suspend him un- 
til the ensuing general conference. The 


‘presiding bishop shall cause an exact record 


of the investigation, signed by the presi- 
dent and secretary, to be transmitted to 
the general conference. By this record and 
such other testimony as may be obtained, 
the case shall be considered and determined 
by the general conference without the in- 
tervention of another committee. Ad. 
journed.

MILLS ON THE TARIFF. 


He Stands for an Honest Bill Which 
Redeems the Democratic Pledges. 


Washington, May 10.—The tariff bill was 
taken up today at 1:10 o’clock after the de- 
bate over the Coxey committee. 

Mr. Hale and Mr. Aldrich commented upon 
the fact that members of the finance com- 
mittee on either side disagreed with each 
other as to the amendment, and taunted 
the democrats with infidelity to their plat- 
form, which had declared protection in the 
United States to be unconstitutional, and 
to be a fraud, 

Mills Explains His Position. 

The taunt had an immediate effect upon 
Mr. Mills, who took the floor as soon as 
Mr. Aldrich had finished his remarks, and 
in @ passionate and eacitedi manner referred 
to his speech several wocks ago, in which 
he @eclared himself to bi (as between the 
McKinley act and the Wilson bill) ‘“‘between 
the devil and the deep sea,” and said: “A 
change has come over the spirit of the 
situation, not over my spirit. I have not 
got as much sea room as on that occasion. 
I find that the bill pending before us is 
not the Wilson bill, but a bill which ought, 
perhaps, to bear the honored name of the 
senator from Maryland (Mr. Gorman), or 
of the senator from Ohio (Mr. Brice). No 
man can torture me into the admission 
that the bill pending before this body is, in 
any respect, an answer to pledges made by 
the democratic national convention to the 
democratic people of the United States. I 
have said, and I expect to say as long as 
I keep my understanding, that taxation 
levied on value is the only honest system 
of taxation, and that the specific system of 
taxation is imposed for the purpose of 
concealing facts and deluding the govern- 
ment for the benefit of the favored classes, 
I stand there today, and shall stand there 
as long as I live. J rise to say that I do 
not intend to vote for a single one of these 
amendments changing the duties from ad 
valorem ito specific. I am humiliated enough 
to have to be drawn nearer and nearer to 
the McKinley act in the rates of duty 
and in the amount of robbery inflicted upon 
the poor working people of the country, 
who have been starved to death under 


| this system of taxation, without being com- 


pelled to bow down in humiliatior and to 
take up even the badges. of protection. 


The very first change is made from an ad, 


valorem to a specific system; and that 
runs along through the whole bill. We 
have had to surrender at discretion at every 
point, until it is now a question between 


| the McKinley protection act and the pend- 


ing bill, with a very little margin of differ- 
ence between the two. I repeat what I 
said before that I will vote against these 
amendments; but that, when they are in- 
corporated in the bill, I will vote for the 
bill if it has 6 cemts of reduction in it, as 
a choice between the two. The democratic 
party said to the people in 1892 that pro- 
(ection is a fraud, and that the party was 
it favor of honest taxation for revenue 
alone. And there is where I stand. I want 
to make an honest effort to redeem that 
pledge; and. I do not intend to go back- 
ward, I would rather vote to reduce the 
duties imposed by the Wilson bill. Every 
one of them is high enough. I would have 
put more articles on the free list. I would 
have reduced the cost of production on our 
manufactures so that we could take the 
markets of the world and give employment 
tu the people in honest work, instead of 
having them walking the streets and 
coming to Washington to tell the govern- 
ment of their distress, a distress which the 
protective tariff has put upon them. You 
may pile up duties in this bill to any ex- 
tent you please, and, if it is any better 
than the McKinley act, I will vote for it. 
But do not try to make it just as bad as 
it can be made before I vote for it. I felt 
it necessary to file this caveat and let 
democrats who are making this bill under- 
stand that I am not responsible for this 
measure, and that I do not intend to as- 
sume the responsibility. I want the gen- 
tlemen who have demanded this measure 
to stand up in the open daylight and take 
the responsibility for the amendments 
which they have forced upon this bill.” 

There was some applause in the galleries 
at the close of the speech. Of the two 
democratic senators specially singled out 
by Mr, Mills, Mr. Gorman was the only 
one in the senate chamber; but he simply 
smiled, and was not moved to make any 
remark in reply. 

The pending amendment was then agreed 
to without any further discussion, and 
without a division.

preceding section shall, if the product or 
manufacture of Great Britain, pay a duty 
of 35 per cent ad valorem; and such 
additional and discriminating duties shall 
remain in force until Great Britain shall 
assent to and take part in an international 
agreement, together with the United States, 
for the coinage and use of silver, and shall 
cease whenever Great Britain shall assent 
to and take part in such international 
agreement for the coinage of silver.’

Atkinson Men Capture It Through a 
Mass Meeting. 


SOME RESOLUTIONS PUT THROUGH, 


Mr. Cleveland’s Patriotism Is Comménded, 
bunt the County Cannot Go His Financial 
Policy—Candidates Endorsed. 


Douglasville, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The 

democrats of Douglas county in a mass 
meeting today, by a vote of 121 to 74, 
delegates to the gubernatoria! 
convention, and instructed them for Mr. 
Atkinson. His personal friends in the 
county have been particularly active in his 
behalf, this being in the same senatorial 
district with Mr. Atkinson’s home county— 
Coweta. Local influences were also directed 
to him through the candidacy of Dr. White- 
ly, of this county, for the state senate.

United States District Attorney Joe James. 


was one of Mr. Atkinson’s most pronounced 
supporters in the county, and, all things 
considered, the result is Just as was ex- 
pected, though had thers been a primary 
election General Evans would have carried 
the county two to one. Considerable com- 
plaint has already been called forth by 
the fact that today’s action was taken 

in @ mass meeting in which. only 195 
men participated, out of the full aemocratic 
strength of the county. It is feared that 
this will be used with the strong populist 
element of the county in the regular elec- 
tion, and that the action of such a slimly 
attended mass mecting will have a general- 
ly bad effect throughout the rank and file 
of the party in the county. 

Hon. Columbus Blair was nominated for 
the house of representatives, 

A new democratic executive committee 
was also elected. It is composed of the 
following: b. G. Griggs, chairman; W. L. 
Pool, secretary; W. A. James, James A.

Hon. J, S. James was made chairman of 
the Atkinson delegation, @nd Hon. W. T. 
Roberts was enwvorsed for solicitor general 
of the Tallapoosa circuit, while delegates 
were chosen for Dr. Whitely for the sen- 
ate. - 
Fan with Resolutions. 

The most interesting incident of the day 
was in the introduction of resolutions con- 
cerning the national administration, this 
being the home county of District Attorney 
James, who was, of course, very anxious 
that sweeping resolutions of endorsement 
concerning the administration should be 
passed, and he did ‘not hesitate to make 
known his desire to his friends. He made 
it a personal matter on the ground that 
it would not come in good grace for his 
county to take issue with the administra- 
tion, and urged his friends to assist him 
in securing proper resolutions. 

Then came the rub. Mr. James is not 
only one of the most popular men in the 
county, but has also many friends through- 
out the state who are always ready to 
serve him. But he struck a serious snag 
among his friends here, who, while being 


“= willing to do anything they could to serve 


him personally, drew the line on resolu- 
tions of unqualified endorsement which 
gnight»put the county in -the attitude of 
‘endorsing the administraiion’s views on 
the financial question. Then it was that 
the original resolutions, which had been 
outlined, were greatly modified and pre- 
pared for the meeting. Lut even the 
change did not satisfy some of the rock- 
ribbed democrats, who wanted no flaw in 
their endorsement of the democratic plat- 
form, and who wese unwilling to contribute 
in any way to a straddling resolution con- 
cerning the silver question. 

“But,’’ argued the other side, “‘there must 
be no question about our resolutions. We 
must give an unequivocal endorsement of 
the administration, for personal considera- 
tion for Mr. James demands that his own 
county do so.’’ 

‘Nay, nay, Pauline!’ respondei the other 
side. ‘“‘We will do anything in th2 world 
we can consistently to serve ou: esteemed 
friend Joe, but it will be a coli day in 
Augustgwhen we, the democrats of Douglas 
county, pass resolutions approving John 
Sherman’s financial policy, ratifying the 
single gold standard, and making a sweep- 
ing endorsement of the financial policy, 
which has brought ruin and destitution upon 
the country.’’

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Judge Speer Appoints an Administrator 
for the Macon Gas Company. 


RUFUS CARSWELL THE PETITIONER: 


Interest cn His Bonds Has Not Been Paid 
An Effort Being Made to Reorganize 
the Company~—Other News. 


Macon, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The Macon 
Gaslight and Water Company was put in 
the hands of a temporary receiver tonight 
on a bill brought in the United States court 
by Rufus H. Carswell, of Chattanooga. The 
bill was signed by Judge Speer, and United 
States Marshal Leverett was appointed tem- 
porary receiver. He is in charge of the 
office tonight. 

Carswell owns $5,000 of third mortgage 
bonds of the company, bearing 6 per cent 
interest per annum, on which the semi-an- 
nual interest of $150, which was due May 
lst, was defaulted. Carswell formerly lived 
in Twiggs county. The bill was drawn by 
Alexander Proudfit and Marion Erwin, Ma- 
con attorneys. 

Judge Speer’s order was served on Presi- 
dent A. E. Boardman, of the company, to- 
night and through the company’s attorney, 
Clahd Estes, the officers of the company 
tendered to the plaintiff the amount of in- 
terest alleged to be due him, and offered to 
pay whatever costs and attorney’s fees were 
attached, but the bill could not be dis- 
missed tonight by Judge Speer at his resi- 
dence as it must be dismissed at chambers. 
It is not known whether or not he will con- 
sent to dismiss it in the morning. The com- 
pany defaulted May ist on about $11,000 of 
semi-annual interest that was due May Ist, 
on second and third mortgage bonds. 

The bondholders have been in session in 
Macon several days and a committee ap- 
pointed to form some plan of reorganization 
which it was thought would be perfected by 
Friday and everything run along smooth, 
and the Carswell bill was a surprise. There 
are $500,000 of bonds of the company, about 
$115,000 being first mortgage. The Carswell 
bill alleges that the floating indebtedness of 
the company is $212,000. These bonds cover 
the entire gas, water and electric plants of 
the company. The property is thought to 
be worth over one million dollars. An effort 
will be made tomorrow to have the Cars- 
well bill dismissed so that the plan of re- 
organization.can proceed and the value of ; 
the plant be preserved. Several days prior 
to May Ist the company sent out a circular 
letter to the bondholders notifying them 
that the May interest would not be paid 

. promptly. The affair would have been set- 
tled tonight had the tender of money made 
by the company’s aftorney to Carswell’s 
attorney been accepted. The Carswell bill 
was a surprise as his bonds were represented 
in the bondholders’ meeting at which a 
committee was appointed to formulate a 
plan of adjustment of the company’s affairs, 
which committee has not yet reported, and 
which plan was intended to protect the mu- 
tual interests of all the bondholders. The 
bill for temporary receiver was served at 
9 o’clock tonight, and was the first intima- 


tion that the company had of any dissatis- |, 


faction on the part of Mr. Carswell. He 
has never made any demand for payment 
of his interest at the office of the company 
or of the trustee. The bill does not allege 
insolvency.

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Twenty-four to Four. 

The democrats of Pierce county, or 
those who officially represent them, have 
now joined those of Coffee, Clinch and 
Ware in unreservedly endorsing every 
act of the administration, and of Mr. 
Cleveland, so that in numbers the score 
to date stands four counties for unquali- 
fied endorsement and twenty-four 
against, 

Pierce declares that the administration 
of President Cleveland is “the simple 
interpretation of the principles and plat- 
form ¢# the democratic party.” 

This declaration goes several notches 
further than the endorsements of Clinch, 
Ware and Coffee, but it shows either 
that the democrats of Pierce have the 
courage of their convictions or that the 
patronage whip is being used with ef- 
fect. Courage is what The Constitution 
admires, and that is the way to settle the 
issue so far as the democrats of Geor- 
gia are concerned. | 

If the farmers of Pierce county are in 
favor of 6-cent cotton, and 30-cent corn, 
they have the right to say so. If the busi- 
ness men of that section are in favor of 
depression in all branches of trade and 
the effectual strangulation of prosperity, 
it is not only their right, but their duty 
to say so. If they believe that the abo« 
lition of more than one-half of the mon- 
ey basis of the country is conducive to 
the welfare of the peeple, there is no 
reason why they should conceal their 
opinions. 

If they believe that the congressmen 
from Georgia and the south have misrep- 
resented democratic principles and pur- 
poses in not following the financial lead 
of John Sherman, it is their duty to 
announce their belief in a clear and an 
unmistakable manner., Certainly the an- 
hnouncement of the Pierce county demo- 
crats could not be plainer than it is. 
“There is one curious fact about these 
endorsements of the -republican and 
Wall street financial policy. They have 
all occurred in the eleventh district, and 
they represent a class of voters who have 
@ vital interest in getting better prices 
for their produce, and in maintaining 
the harmony and unity that give strength 
to the democratic organization in Geor- 
gia. 

We say it is curious that this endorse- 
ment of Wall street’s interpretation of 
the democratic. platform should be con- 
fined to one district.

If the gold standard in six months has 
more than doubled pauperism and crime, 
driven the starving poor to suicide, filled 
the land with armies of tramps, wiped 
out $2,000,000,000 ef property values, 
turned the farmers into peons, and ar- 
rayed the people against the law, what 
will be the result six months or a year 
later? 

If any of our goldbug statesmen have 
even a superficial acquaintance with his- 
tory, and if they know anything of 
human nature, we commend this review 
of the situation to their serious consid- 
eration, 

What is going to be done about it? We 
confess that we do not know. The jar- 
gon of the goldbugs is about as rational 
as the utterances of Bedlam, and about 
as intelligible as the clamor of Babel. 

Carry out the democratic platform! 


The Platform and the People. 

We observe that Mr. Boykin Wright, 
of Augusta, has fallen under the dis- 
pleasure of our evening contemporary. 
The offense of Mr. Wright consists in 
the fact that he believes it to be the duty 
of the democratic administration and the 
democratic congress to carry out the 
financial pledge made in the Chicago 
platform. Ordinarily a sincere desire to 
preserve and maintain ‘party nonesty 
and party integrity is not regarded ‘as a 
very grave offense; but in the eyes of 
those who are interested in engraltiag 
the financial views of John Sherman 
upon the body ef democratic opininn, 
the offense of Mr. Wright is a very grave 
ono indeed, 

‘f the democrats of Georgia are to te 
induced to accept and endorse the finan- 
cial policy of Wall street, they must first 
be led to believe that this Wall street 
policy is good democratic doctrine and 
that it is embodied in the constitution 
and law of the party. Hence it is pecu- 
liarly embarrassing to @tich organs as 
our evening contemporary for a stanch 
and true democratic leader to put for- 
ward an appeal for party integrity and 
party harmony. We are of the opinion 
that the embarrassment of our evening 
contemporary will grow to huge propor- 
tions before it has disposed of the issue 
it is striving to make in Georgia poli- 
tics. 

Mr. Wright‘s conservative resolutions, 
inspired by a deep concern for party har- 
mony in a district where the strength of 
the party has been most severely tried, 
were unanimously adopted by the largest 
mass meting of democrats that ever as- 
sembled in Richmond county. In all 


fairness our contemporary ought to trans- 


fér its criticisms of Mr. Wright to the 
shoulders of the united and harmonious 
democracy of Richmond; but it would 
be idle to deny that the position which 
Mr, Wright occupies in the party in the 
tenth district gives peculiar significance 
to the fact that he presented the Rich- 
mond resolutions, renewing the alle- 
giance of the democracy of that county 
to the principles of the platform.

of silver. He made this declaration not 
only once, but many tintes, and in the 
presence of hundreds of democrats in 
Campbell county. We do not know how

We are perfectly willing that 
this element should have all the bene- 
fits to be derivéd from its present line 
of argument, and we are anxious that 
the whole contention should be settled 
promptly by the people. 

Mr. Wright's position now Is precisely 
what it was when, as chairman of the 
democratic campaign committee in the 
tenth district, he found it necessary to 
unite the forces of democracy against 
the elements that were seeking to weak- 
en and defeat it. He stood for the true 
democratic doctrine then and he stands 
for it now. He sought to save the par- 
ty in his district then, and he seeks té 
strengthen and harmonize it now. That 
is why he insists that the Chicago plat- 
form is an emanation from the party and 
not from Wall street. That is why all 
true democrats stand with Mr. Wright 
and the Richmond democracy, They 
want to save the party in Georgia and 
not destroy it.

Editor Constitution—If£f Mr. Atkinson or 
his friends can get any comfort from the 
vote of Meriwether county last Saturday 
the Evans men are more than satisfied.

Says He Cannot Enter the Senatorial 
Race.

It will be remembered that a short time 
ago a letter was sent to Speaker Crisp, 
signed by a number of citizens of Rome, 
asking him to become a candidate for the 
senate. A reply has been received from 
Mr. Crisp, and he states’ that just now he 
cannot see his way clear to enter the race.

“Washington, D. C., April 30, 1894.—My 
Dear Sirs: Your letter, suggesting that I 
become a candidate for the office of United 
States senator for the term beginning the 
4th of March next, and expressing the 
opinion that should I do so the people of 
Georgia would elect me to that high office, 
is received. 

“Should I become a candidate for the sen- 
ate, I would want to make a canvass of the 
state and invite some expression as to the 
choice of the people for that, position. The 
duties of the office of speaker are very en- 
grossing, and while congress is in session 
I cannot leave my post. We must not ad- 
journ until we have redeemed, or exhausted 
every effort to redeem, the pledges made 
at the time of our election. We may be 
detained here a great while, possibly until 


| after the state election. In that event, I 


would have no opportunity to give any at- 
tention whatever to my candidacy, and so 
would labor under a great disadvantage. 

“That I should like to go to the senate, I 
frankly admit. I said as much to the gov- 
ernor when forced, from a sense of duty 
to the party here, to°decline the appoint- 
ment so generously tendered me by him;

They Pat Out Their Camp Fires and Go 
to Their Tepees. 


NEXT YEAR THEY MEET IN AUGUSTA, 


The Order Decides to Establish a Home for 
the Orphans—Officers Elected for 
the Coming Year. 


The annual meeting of the Red Men of 
Georgia is now a thing of the past. 

The campfires have gone out and the 
braves, *led by their chiefs, are now on 
the way to their own tribal wigwams. 

The meeting has been one of the most im- 
portant in the history of the organization 
in Georgia and when the adjournment came 
more good work had been accomplished 
than has ever been accomplished before in 
any one meeting. 

But the most important feeture of the 
great work was the establishment of the 
orphans’ home for the Red Men of the 


state. 


The opening of . such an in- 
stitution has been on foot for a 
year or two past. The members 


of the order saw no immediate prospects 
of a consummation of their plans, however, 
until Mr. W. W= Austell recently made an 
offer of a site and agreed to assist the pro- 
ject otherwise. 

That liberal-hearted Red Man tendered 
to the state body five acres of land, together 
with the sum of §2,500 and 10,000 brick, as 
the nucleus of a building fund. 

The property is located almost in the 
heart of Austell and is surrounded by a 
most picturesque stretch of territory. When 
the delegates to the present convention held 
their barbecue Tuesday at Lithia Springs 


they visited the site.

NEW YORK, May 9.—Our cable today 
was a very satisfactory one and the course 
of ‘the Liverpool market confirmed their 
impressions. They informed us that there 
were signs of spinners becoming uneasy 
and they expected some free buying soon, 
also an increase of spinners taking spot 
sales at Liverpool yesterday and today were 
10,000 bales, against 8,000 recently.

Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotten Letter. 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Summary Hubbard, 
Price & Co.'s cotton letter: Our foreign ad-

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When OMcially Informed of the Death 
of Davis, 


THE WELL-KNOWN COLORED LAWYER, 


But When the Matter Was Properly FPre- 
sented Court Adjournedat 2 O’clock. 
No Committees Appointed. 


A motion to adjourn the superior court 
out of respect for J. Robert Davis, a mem- 
ber of the bar, who died Sunday, created 
something of a sensation at a meeting of 
the Atlanta Bar Association held yester- 
Gay morning. 

Davis was a negro and by that same 
token a very lively litcle row followed the 
introduction of the motion at the associa- 
tion meeting yesterday morning. 

Some time ago Davis was admitted to 
practice in the superior court and became 
a full fledged practitioner in the courts of 


Fulton county. His admission to the bar 
made him, without further ceremony, a 
member of -the bar association. He was 


industrious and soon built up a profitable 
business among the people of his own race, 
whose penchant for getting into the low 
Gourts is something re:inarkable. There are 
but a few negro lawyers practicing before 


the courts of Fulton vounty, Dut among 
that number Davis was a bright and shin- 
ing light. . 
Sunday he died at the Grady hospital of 
pneumonia, atcer a short illness. His 
tumeral took piace yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock from the First Congregational 
church. Bishop H. M. Turner omeiatea and 


ail the more prominent negroes in the city 
were in attendance. 

It is a time-nonvred custom with the bar 
association in the event of the death of one 
of its members io request the presiding 
judge to adjourn court on the day of the 
funeral of the deceased as a token of re- 
spect to his memory. It was in accordance 
with this custom that a certain member of 
the association at the meeting held yester- 
day morning made the motion customary in 
such cases. 

It was received at first in silence. There 
was an awkward pause, while a good many 
of the lawyers twitched nervously In their 
seats. ‘the motion was unexpected and it 
was not received with any great amount of 
enthusiasm. ; 

At ias; vse of the members of the associa- 
t:on arose and stated that he did not think 
@ request for adjournment of the court for 
the day should be made considering tne 
creaded condition of the docket. This met 
witn disapproval from some of the lawyers 
and a general discussion of »he patter. It 
was a difficult subject to handle and those 
who argued against the motion found them- 
selves somewhat embarrassed. Davis was 
@n actual member of the association and 
this was a stubborn fact to get around. 

Finally a compromise was decided upon 
and it was agreed to request the adjourn. 
ment of court for the day at 2 o'clock, one 
hour before the time set for the funeral of 
Davis. This was dne and the request *was 
granted by Judge Lumpkin. 

Court adjourned at the specified time, but 
no delegation was sent from the associa- 
tion to attend the dead lawyer's funeral. 

The action of the bar association leaked 
out and a great deal of comment was ex- 
cited thereby. A reporter for The Consti- 
tution called upon several prominent mem- 
bers of the association last night. They 
united in ‘ae statement that no disrespect 
was intended for Davis and that, consider- 
ing the mass of business before the courts, 
that full respect had been shown him by 
the court taking an adjournment before 
the hour for his funeral arrived.

The healthfulness 
and many other advantages of Cottolene 
over lard were so apparent that cottolene 
became at once very popular and is now 
largely sold all over ‘tthe country. 

The new food product and its name ‘‘Cot- 
tolene” have become widely known as the 
roduct of the N. K. Fairbank Company. 

he trade mark is described as a “trade 
mark for oleaginous food substances, etc.,”’ 
“consisting of a head or neck of a steer or 
other bovine, partially enclosed by sprigs 
and branches of the cotton plant.”’ 

The . K .Fairbank Company ¢harges 
that W. L. Henry, of Macon, Ga., a dealer 
in fresh meats and food products generally, 
has been and is endeavoring unlawfully to 
avail himself of the benefits of the name 
*‘Cottolene” and its popularity; that he has 
been and is selling a product similar in kind, 
but inferior in quality, under the name of 
“Cottolene,’’ and to the loss and injury of 
its manufacturers, the N. K. Fairbank 
Company. 

The infringements upon the trade mark 
of “‘Cottolene’” have become so frequent 
and so many dealers are selling an inferior 
article and claiming it to be cottolene that 
the N. K. Fairbank Company are determined 
to protect their customers and propose to 
Sue every retail dealer who is thus im- 
posing upon his customers and infringing 
ae the N. K. Fairbanks Company’s trade 
mark. 


SET FOR THIS AFTERNOON. 


Judge Andy Calhoun Will Deal with 
the “Club” Fraternity. 


The negroes who were captured in their 
social enjoyment last Sunday afternoon 
and brought to the station house will be 
given a hearing before Judge Andy Cal- 
houn today. 

The trial is set for this afternoon at 2:30 
o’ clock. 

The negroes, who were liberated shortly 
after their arrest, claim that a great out- 
rage was perpetrated on them by the police 
authorities, and assert that they had the 
right to drink in their clubrooms without 
being molested. Forty-six of these club 
negroes will pass in review before Judge 
Calhoun when the case is called. The 
charge against the manager is that of sell- 
ing spirituous liquors withuut a license, and 
that against-the os@ers is drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct.

In the convention yesterday Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, Alabama, Flori- 
da and Mississippi were represente‘. 

The convention assembles every two years 
and is attended by many of the leading and 
influential men of the country. 

Morning Session. 

The convention was called to order in 
the Kiser building yesterday morning at 
10 o'clock, by Grand Master Workman J. A. 
Breazeale, of Anderson, S. C. There was 
a full attendance, the membership of the 
organization being well represented. 

In behalf of the city Mayor John B. Good- 
win extended a cordial welcome to the or- 
der. This was in his usual happy style. 

Mr. Bueazeale, in a very eloquent man- 
ner, responded to the address of welcome. 
He referred to Atlanta’s remarkable growth, 
which he ascribed, in a large measure, to 
her enterprising journalism, and paid a 
grateful tribute to the Cotton States ex- 
position. His remarks were roundly ap- 
plauded. 

In behalf of the lodges of the city, Mr. 
John F. Barolay extended a very earnest 
and sincere welcome to the brotherhood. 

Mr. N. 8. Gewinner, of Macon, replied to 
the address of Mr. Barclay. 

These preliminary exercises having been 
concluded, the convention entered upon its 
regular work. The report of the grand mas- 
ter workman was an interesting document, 
and was heard by the convention with 
close attentign. He thought the order 
needed a little stimulating, in spite of_the 
fact that remarkable progress had been 
made during the year. He suggested the 
formation of other lodges and the establish- 
ment of a newspaper organ. After an inter- 
esting session the conventtsn adjourned 
until 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon.

He Says He Was Not a Member of the 
,Army—Was Not Even a Lieutenant, 
but Belected a Camp. 


J. B. Osborn, the labor agitator, is in 
Atlanta again after an absence of several 
weeks. 

His return to Georgia is for the purpose of 
Canvassing the state in the interest of the 
people’s party. 

Osborn denies being a member of Coxey’s 
industriei army as reported in some of the 
papers. His mission, he said, was an in-| 
dependent one dnd had no connection what- 
ever with the Coxey movement.’ 

“I see,” said he, “that some of the pa-. 
pers had me ag adjutant genera: of the 
Coxey army and riding in a carriage with 
the commander all decked out in a stylish 
eray suit. All that this lacks of being 
true are the facts themselves. I was never 
at any time a member of Coxey’s army, 
neither did I ride with him in a carriage, 
ani as for the stylish gray suit it is yet 
to become a part of my scant wardrobe. 

“I met Coxey, whom I knew well, at 
Frederick, Md., and was with him for two 
or three days. In fact I secured Brightwood 
park as a camping place when it reached 
Washington and afterwards planned the 
line of march through the streets of the 
city to the capitol grounds, but I preceded 
the army there several days. I would not 
be ashamed if I had identified myself with 
the movement, as Coxey’s objects are patri- 
otic and aré sympathized with by three- 
fourths of the laboring classes. Coxey is 
not the crank the newspapers describe, 
nor is his army an aggregation of bums and 
tramps. Coxey is worth somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $400,000 and the expenses 
of his expedition are paid mainly ou‘ of 
his private means. His army consists 
largely of mechanics and other working 
Classes and nearly all of them are con- 
nected with labor organizations and are 
in goo@jptanding. 

“When the army neared Frederick, Md., 
the citizens there feared there would be 
a breach of the peace and a dozen deputies 
were sworn in to protect the city. These 
men, however, after remaining with the 
army one day, voluntarily threw up their 
jobs and refused to accept any pay. When 
the army marched out the citizens gave 
them an ovation and showed them every 
mark of respect. 

“I believe Coxey’s arrest in Washington 
was an outrage against the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens. I was present and saw the 
whole affair. The army was not marched 
on the capitol grounds, as alleged, but 
was halted in the streets. Coxey and his 
Officers thén separated and repaired to the 
capitol grounds, not as the leaders of a 
body of men, but as individuals. Coxey 
asked Speaker Crisp personally for permis- 
sion to speak on the capitol grounds.” 

Mr. Osborn says he has delivered speeches 
in several of the principal cities of the 
east. He spent two weeks in Boston and 
While there delivered speeches under the 
auspices of all the principal labor organizal 
tions. He refers with special pride to the 
Ovation tendered him when he spoke in 
Faneuil hall 

“The sentiment in behalf of free silver 
is growing throughout the east,’’ said Os- 
born. “The late advecates of high tariff 
are beginning to realize that their mills 
can’t work until the consumptive capacity 
of the peopl: is increased. In.fact a free 
silver league has been organized recently 
in Boston, and throughtout Massachusetts 
and New York the money problem is prom- 
‘inent.° I didn’t find the people there wedded 
to the republican party at all.”

DEMOREST CONTEST. 


Will Take Place Tomorrow Night in 
the Grand. 3 


ATLANTA HAS A DIAMOND MEDAL. 


The On'y {One Which Has Been Won 
in the State 01 Georgia—fomething 
Unique in Contests. 


- 


The contest for the Demorest silver medal 
will take place tomorrow night at the hall 


stitute in the Grand. 

There will be six contestants, Miss Lucile 
Patrick, Miss Frank Miller, Edwin Drain, 
e Cliff’ Jones, Tom Pym and Arthur Mat- 
thews. | 

The occasional competition for these med- 
als has become highly interesting to a great 
many people in Atlanta, and the interest in 
the contest this year promises to be greater 
than ever. 

Tne Demorest medals are given in the 
cause of prohibition by William Jennings 
Demorest, of New York, who was promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with the 
nomination for president on the prohibition 
ticket during the last presidetial campaign 
and who is said to have been defeated 
through Rev. Sam Small’s efforts for Bid- 
well, 

Mr. Demorest inaugurated his system of 
giving medals in this manner in May, 1886, 
and during the years that have intervened 
between that time and the present he, 
through his agents, has distributed thous- 
ands of medals, not only throughout this 
country, but in France, Germany, Austra- 
lia and the Sandwich islands. The first 
medal was awarded in Georgia in 1890 and 
since then Mr. Demorest has given away 
over 300 of these trophies to boys and girls 
and young men and women in this state. 

Tht medals are of four grades, the silver 


medal, the gold medal, the grand gold 
medal and the diamond medal. The intrin- 
sic value of the diamond medal is $150. 

The plan by which these medals are 
awarded is not in the least complicated. 

Mr. Demorest secures the services of a 
representative of one of the different tem- 
perance or prohibition organizations in each 
state, and through this agency the medals 
are distributed. Whenever and wherever 
six young people between the ages of 
twelve and twenty-five express themselves 
as being willing to enter a contest for one 
of these medals they are encouraged to do 
so. The rules governing the contests are 
simple. it is required that those participat- 
ing shall deliver speeches from one of three 
books, containing addresses favoring prohi- 
bition compiled by Mr. Demorest. One of 
these books contains an address delivered 
by Henry Grady, another one a sermon de- 
livered by Dr. Hawthorne and a speech on 
prohibition delivered by the late Senator 
Colquitt. Education of youth in the prin- 
ciples of temperance and prohibition of the 
liquor traffic is the idea that Mr. Demorest 
had in mind when he decided to make these 
liberal awards, which have cost him more 
than $20,000 annually. 

The first medal contested for is the silver 
medal. Whenever six holders of silver 
medals can get together they can contest 
for the first gold medal. When eight 
holders of this medal agree to compete for 
the grand gold medal they can do so by 
complying with the rules governing the 
contests and the same rule applies to com- 
petitors for the diamond medal. 

All money raised at the contest by charg- 
ing admission must be used, under the 
rules, in local prohibition work. 

Mrs. M. L. McLendon is the agent of 
Mr. Demorest in Atlanta and#the contest 
tomorrow night will be undér her direction. 

There are now in Atlanta fourteen holders 
of gold medals. There is one winner of the 
diamond medal. To win this medal is con- 
sidered a very high honor. It is particulatly 
so in the case of Miss Margaret Badger, 
the only holder of a Demorest diamond 
medal in Georgia. 

Miss Badger won her silver and first gold 
medals in Atlanta. Her second gold medal 
was awarded her while she was attending 
school in Pennsylvania. In 1892 Miss 
Badger learned that there was to be a 
contest for a diamond medal in Denver, 
Col. The young lady was then but fourfeen 
years old, but she determined to enter the 
competition. She persuaded her mother to 
allow her to do so and went from Atlanta 
to Denver alone, and there, among 
strangers, won the distinction she had so
